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MISSOURI. 


The Seventh Convention of tbe 
Missouri State Association of the 
Deaf, and the Eighth Convention of 
tbe Alumni Association of the 
Missouri School for the Deaf met at 
tbe State School at Fulton, in joint 
convention, August 30th to Sep 
tember 3d. It was the second joint 
convention of the two Associations, 
the' first having been held at the 
State School in 1919. Tbe joint 
convention arrangement has grown 
in popularity since tbe first exper- 
ment as quite a number of Missour¬ 
ians are eligible to membership in 
both organizations and tbe advan¬ 
tage of attending both conventions 
within the same dates, at the same 
place, and at no greater expense 
than attendance at one are too ob¬ 
vious to mention. With separate 
Lours for business sessions tbe social 
features of tbe two organizations 
were merged which added greatly to 
the enjoyment of the occasion on 
the general principle of “ tbe more 
the merrier.” A number of Mis¬ 
sourians by adoption never attended 
the State School at Fulton, bat are 
none the less interested in the wel¬ 
fare of the deaf of Missouri. Tbe 
joint convention arrangement gives 
them an opportunity to visit the 
State School under auspices which 
makes them pretty much at home. 
There also are a number of native 
Missourians educated at day schools, 
chiefly at Gallaudet School, St. 
Louis, who are glad to visit tbe 
State School now and then, and 
help along tbe advancement of tbe 
deaf of the State. Whether by 
birth, education, or adoption those 
who attended the recent joint con¬ 
vention at Fulton were Missourians 
alt, about 225 all told, and the af¬ 
fair itself goes on the records as 
being tbe best to date. 

The member attending the joint 
convention by auto was quite large, 
some sixteen auto loads being from 
St. Louis alone. After the comple¬ 
tion of tbe State’s good road pro¬ 
gram, a few years hence, attendance 
by auto will be the rule rather than 
the exception. 

The location of the larger cities of 
Missouri is such that it ia necessary 
for half tbe population to cross tbe 
State in order to attend a conven¬ 
tion. St. Louis is on the east State 
line while Kansas City and St. 
Joseph are on the west. Distance 
adds to tbe expense so centrally 
located Fnlton, with ita State 
School, has found favor as a con¬ 
vention city in recent years. While 
the Alumni Association has always 
met at Fulton, tbe State Associa¬ 
tion has held only its last two con¬ 
ventions there, having previously 
met three times in St. Louis, once in 
Kansas City, and once in St. Joseph. 
Tbe next convention of both As¬ 
sociations is due to be held three 
years hence. Tbe joint convention 
arrangement has been so generally 
satisfactory as to make for its re¬ 
petition. This getting together of 
the deaf of Missouri into ” one 
strong anion ” is a good thing for 
all concerned. Aside from elections 
and a minor business feature here 
and there could be a merging of 
business as well as of social 
features. 

The State School at Fulton, at 
which the joint convention was 
held, was fair to look upon. The 
extensive park-like frontage, with 
ita stately trees, shaven lawn, 
flowers and neat winding walks and 
driveways, was well proportioned to 
the array of dignified buildings at 
the other end. The buildings them¬ 
selves, freshly painted in becoming 
colors, seemed to join in the glad 
welcome extended former sons and 
daughters of the School and to the 
other deaf citizens of tbe State, 
whose taxes helped keep the School 


agoing. Ideal weather conditions 
added to the pleasure of tbe event. 

The joint convention program 
formally opened with a receiption on 
the evening of August 30th at 
which, of course, there was music, 
dancing, refreshments and a re¬ 
freshening of memories The 
attendance was made up of ages 
ranging from recent graduates in 
their teens to the old timer 82 years 
young. Mr. McMullen of Jefferson, 
one of the first pupils enrolled at the 
School when it opened up for busi¬ 
ness back in the early fifties under 
the superintendeucy of the late W. 
D. Kerr. He was loquacious to a 
degree with an inexhaustable stock 
of anecdotes of the early days, 
particularly of the Civil War period, 
when the soldiers of one side or the 
other had the enemy on the run, 
sometimes after them and sometimes 
contrarywise, and his discription of 
how they straddled tbe bullets both 
going and coming and how near be 
came being made the target in the 
general fusillade was realistic 
bordering on the thrilling. 

The joint session Friday morning, 
later transformed into a basiness 
meeting of the Alumni Association, 
was presided over by Mr. Peter T. 
Hughes, president of the Alnmni 
Association. Under his masterly 
direction the program for the day 
was carried through with such 
order, efficiency and dispatch that 
the Alumni Association was able to 
complete its business in the course 
of the afternoon. The opening ad¬ 
dress of welcome was made by tbe 
Snperlntendent of the School, Mr. 
B. S. Tillinghast. Of deaf parent¬ 
age, of life long association with the 
deaf, a successful teacher of the j 
deaf, and a seasoned executive of 
State Institutions, Mr. Tilling¬ 
hast revealed an insight and 
appreciation of the problems of the 
deaf, and a sympathetic comprehen¬ 
sion of their aspirations, all too rare 
in these days of hysterical self-suf¬ 
ficiency of oral advocates having only 
a pay-roll interest in the deaf daring 
their school room existence, and who 
consign to the stone age all who have 
not been inoculated with their per¬ 
nicious single oral method pro¬ 
paganda. The hearts of those in at¬ 
tendance at Fulton went out in 
gratitude to the Board of Managers 
of tbe School for having chosen for 
tbe superintendency a man personally 
and professionally well qualified for 
tbe position. The Board of Manag¬ 
ers might have emulated Ulionis on 
the east and chosen a soldier of for¬ 
tune, or Kansas on the west and 
appointed a grandfatherly politican 
Fortunately it did neither. It wisely 
pnt the interest of the School, and 
of tbe deaf wards of the State, above 
party politics. 

Former Governor Allen of Kansas, 
just returned from Russia, the Ruhr, 
and other Buropean trouble centers, 
happened to be in Fulton filling a 
Chautauqua engagement. Being In¬ 
terested in tbe education of tbe deaf 
he visited the School. Finding the 
convention in session he was pleased 
to make a short address which Snpt. 
Tillinghast interpreted. While the 
ex-governor's remarks touched 
broadly on affairs in general be took 
occasion to emphatically condemn 
political interference in tbe manage¬ 
ment of a State School for the Deaf, 
or any other educational institution 
for that matter. Politics, he main¬ 
tained, had no place in a State insti¬ 
tution. Appointments, he said, 
should be determined soley by per¬ 
sonal fitness, professional training, 
and record for efficiency. It was 
Governor Allen who appointed Mr. 

B. A. Stevenson superintendent of 


the Kansas School for the Deaf from 
which position Mr. Stevenson was 
removed last spring for political rea¬ 
sons, and in spite of the practically 
unanimous protests of both political 
parties, especially in Olathe, where 
the State School is located and 
where Mr. Stevenson’s conduct of 
tbe School was known and appre¬ 
ciated. Governor Allen’s successor 
was ” Real Dirt Farmer” Davis, a 
farmer all right, one who knows real 
dirt and bow to turn it to best ad 
vantage. Unfortnnately he was ob¬ 
sessed with the Jacksonian theory 
that " to the victor belong the 
spoils,” put political afflicalion 
above personal and professional 
qualifications, and proceeded to lop 
off tbe official beads of practically 
every executive in tbe State. While 
Mr. Stevenson made way for a de¬ 
mocrat at Olathe, he himself has 
been absorbed by democratic Ken¬ 
tucky, where the State School for 
the Deaf has daring the one handred 
years of its existence been nntonch 
ed by the bane and blight of politics. 

Mayor H. T Grant,of Fnlton, was 
to have made on addresaof welcome, 
bat was called away from the city 
on account of business requiring his 
attention at that very time Had 
he officiated as intended it would 
have been probably tbe first instance 
in history of a mayor addressing tbe 
deaf in tbe sign language, which 
Mayor Grant can use Just how he 
acquired a knowledge of the sign 
language is not generally known, but 
is supposed to be a part of his wife’s 
patrimony from her distinguished 
father Dr. Richard O. Johnson, for 
many years superintendent of the 
Indiana State School at Indianapolis 
In the Mayor’s absence the City 
Attorney addressed the convention 
and turned over to ita members the 
phantasmatkal “key to the city." 

President P. T. Hughes respond¬ 
ed to the addresses of welcome on 
behalf of tbe Alumni Association, 
expressing appreciation of its cor¬ 


diality and the pleasure the members 
felt at beiug able lo again meet at 
their beloved Alma Mater. Pres¬ 
ident J. H. Cloud responded on be¬ 
half of the Stale Association, stress¬ 
ing the fact that there was more 
honor in being a Missourian by 
adoption than by birth, since the 
former represented a free will choice, 
while in the later case one is not 
consulted He congratulatede those 
assembled as being a favored people 
” from Missouri” in more senses 
than one a dual distinction claimed 
by the citizens of no other State. 

Routine business filled up the rest 
of the forenoon The feature of 
special interest to non attendants 
was the decision to bold a conven¬ 
tion every three instead of every 
four years as heretofore, thereby 
falling in line with the trienial 
period of the State Association. 
After the noon recess elections were 
in order with the following result: 
President, J H Burgherr, St Louis, 
by acclamation ; Vice-presidents, W. 
O. Bayne, Hamden; Mrs. P. C. 
Maddox, Auxvasse; Secretary, H. 
Gr<> 83 , Fulton, re elected by accla¬ 
mation ; Treasurer, Clyde McKern, 
Fulton. 

At four o’clock In the afternoon 
there was an anto ride with autos h 
plenty, so everybody had a chance to 
ride ; the bnsiuess men of Fulton 
lending as many cars as needed. 
This courtesy was much appreciated. 
Convention after convention has met 
at the State School without the city 
folks seeming to be aware of it. 
Maybe the fault was not all on the 
side of the local public. Most likely 
it bad not been informed and co-op 
eration had not been asked. Sucb 
was not the case this year. Co op¬ 
eration was requested and granted 
with smiling cheerfulness, 

In the evening tbe conventionists, 
numbering more than 200, partook 
of a sumptuous banquet, chicken 
and all the trimmings. The way 
the viands retreated before the 
steady onslaught of whetted appeti 
tes was highly complimentary to the 
quality, quantity, cooking and ser¬ 
vice. Then came the toastes, at a 
most inopportune time when every 
speaker drafted for the occasion was 
not only taken by surprise, but also 
was " too full for utterence 
Grover Cleveland Farquhar, who 
resembed bis illustrious namesake in 
nothing except politics, (and we are 
not sure even of that), acted as 
toast-master. His felicitous intro¬ 
duction of successive speakers play¬ 
ed on responsive chords, so there 
was no lack of after dinner oratory 
Among the speakers of the even 
ing were Superintendent Tillinghast 
and his father, D. R. Tillinghast, 
Dr. Cloud, Major Birck, Mr. Burg¬ 
herr, Mr. McMullen, and Mr 
Hughes. Mr. Gross managed to 
elude tbe cerberuic vigilance of the 
master of the feast and was non est 
when called upon for a speech. 

Dr. Cloud, president of the Mis¬ 
souri State Association presided 
over Saturday’s joint meeting The 
opening address excellently inter¬ 
preted by Mr. C. M. Grow, of the 
School faculty, was made by Hon. 
N. T. Cave, State Senator from 
Fulton, a friend of long standing 
of the deaf and of the State School, 
whose public service has been such 
as to make him a favorite and favor 
ed son of the State. Mr. Cave in the 
course of an eloquent and interesting 
address, frequently interrupted by 
applause, showed a remarkable grasp 
ot the outstanding objectives of the 
Association and a hearty willingness 
to lend the Association his co opera 
tion in the Legislature. He stressed 
the need of watchfulness to the end 
that no laws be passed depriving the 
deaf of the right to drive their antos 
on tbe public highways, Such laws 
he said would be manifestly unjust. 
He advocated the establishment of a 
Bureau for the Deaf in tbe State De¬ 
partment of the Labor, and tbe doing 
away by all possible means with un 
fair discrimination against deaf 
workers. He declared that no class 
of people engaged in occupations in 
which bearing was not an cssentsal 
qualification were more efficient of 
dependable than deaf workers 
The high spots in Mr. Cave's address 
were numerous and happy and he 
was given a rising vote of thanks 
at its conclusion. His address was 
taken down in shorthand and will be 
given in full in the published pro¬ 
ceedings of the joint convention 
Superintendent Tillinghast ad 
dressed the joint convention at some 
length, detailing his plans for the 
betterment of the School and for 
rnaki g its advantages available to 
all children of the State. He in¬ 
dicated the ways in which the As 
sociations and the membership 
might prove helpful and appealed 
for their co-operation. He gave 
empatic expression to his opposition 
to any legislation calculated to de¬ 
prive the deaf of the right to operate 
their autos on tbe public highways, 
he heartily favored a Bureau for 
the Deaf in the Department of Labor, 
and be stressed the need of more ef¬ 
fective compulsory education laws, 
which would compel attendance at 
the State School for such deaf chil¬ 
dren not attending any school. Mr. 
Tillinghast’s address, replete with 
constructive ideas and helpful sag 
gestions, delivered in clear, rapid, 
and forceful signs, made an excel¬ 
lent impression and won the good 
will of tbe membership to his pro 
gram. 

President Cloud in the course of 
his convention address outlined 
briefly the history of the State As¬ 
sociation, its incorporation, the in¬ 


ception and growth of the Home 
Fund, and other matters of general 
interest. He suggested that the State 
Association become officially affiliat¬ 
ed with the National Assocation 
of the Deaf, which Step was taken 
before final adjourment. He reiterat¬ 
ed his suggestion made at the pre 
vious convention that steps be taken | 
to secure a babor Bureau for the Deaf! 
of Missouri. This the convention 
decided to do in co operation 
with any other helpful agency 
having the same objective. He 
favored legislation making it possible 
for the State to defray the transpor- 1 
tation of students from Missouri 
attending Gallaudet College This 
matter also received tbe endorsement 
of the convention, and an effort will 
be made, in co-operatton with other 
helpful agencies, to make it effec¬ 
tive. 

At Dr. Cloud’s suggestion the 
convention also went on record as 
approving the Gallaudet Statue 
Group Replica to be erected uuder 
N. A. D. auspiues on the grounds of 
the American School at Hartford, 
and of the Bdward M. Gallaudet 
Memorial Building on the grounds 
of Gallaudet College at Washington. 

At his suggestion the incoming 
Board was autboized to make a 
revision of the By-Laws, and report 
at the next convention. The re¬ 
port of the Committees on Resolu¬ 
tions of both Associations for the 
most part for coyered pretty much 
the same ground thanks, commenda¬ 
tion of the N. A. D. and N F. S D., 
landing the combined system of in¬ 
struction, asking the Governor to re¬ 
lease the $80,000 appropriated for a 
much needed new industrial plaut 
for the school, but held up because 
of some doubt about sufficient funds 
being available, and the passing of 
the late Superintendent W. C. Mc¬ 
Clure. Both Associations went on 
record as heartily commending the 
action of the Board of Managers in 
disregarding State lines and party 
politics in the filling of the position 
Superintendent and the appoint 
ment of a capable man, trained in 
the profession of deaf mute instruc¬ 
tion. The State went a step farther 
and condemned by resolution the 
system, manifest by recent appoint¬ 
ments in Illinois and Kansas, which 
put party politics above personal 
and professioual qualifications. 

Mr. Henry Gross, treasurer of the 
Home Fund made a detailed report 
of the state of the Fund and its 
growth since the previous conven¬ 
tion. The growth of the fund was 
due chiefly to additions from St. 
Louis, Fulton, Kansas City and ac¬ 
crued interest, which was on the 
whole, not indicative of a very wide- 
awad and agressive State wide ac¬ 
tivity for tbe project. The fact was 
brought home to the convention 
that if a Home was to be realized 
within the lifetime of the present 
membership more pep and punch 
must be injected into the matter 
In response to an appeal for annual 
pledges quite a number promised to 
pay $25 a year during the next 
three years. The sum total of these 
pledges will amount to something 
like $ 2,000 for the coming triennial 
It is also expected that there will be 
renewed aud continued activity all 
over the State in the interest of the 
Home Fund, since the present need 
of the Home is apparent to all. In 
this connection we should add that 
the Home Fund Circle of Fulton 
conducted a bazaar during the con 
vention, which realized a neat little 
sum for the Home Fund. This 
highly commendable feature will 
probably l>e repeated at future con¬ 
ventions. 

State Convention elections resulted 
follows: President, Dr. J. H. 
Cloud, of St. Louis, for the 
third successive term, each 
time by acclamation; Vice-Presi 
dents, , Mrs. Selina Burgherr and 
Fred W. Stocksick, l>oth of St 
Louis; Secretary, Mr. Peter T. Hu¬ 
ghes, of Fulton, re-elected by accla 
mation; Treasurer, Mr. G. C. Far¬ 
quhar, of Fulton, by acclamation 
The president is authorized to ap¬ 
point four Board M< tubers, but up to 
the time of adjournment no an¬ 
nouncement of such appointments 
had been made. Mr. Gross was re 
elected treasurer of the Home Fund 
by acclamaton. The next feature 
on the program had notbeen pre¬ 
viously announced and consisted of 
presentations to Mr Gross for 
his some 33 odd years service 
in behalf of the Alumni As¬ 
sociation and to Superinten¬ 
dent Tillinghast by way of ap 
predation of his personal services to 
the Associations during the conven 
tion. Mr. Gross was given e travel 
ling bag and a fountain pen. Sup¬ 
erintendent Tillinghast was assured 
of something later on as the desired 
article could not be found in Fnlton 
Mrs Roy Lynch solicited dona¬ 
tions for the gift to Mr. Tillinghast, 
while Mrs. Leo Froning performed a 
like service for the presentation to 
Mr. Gross 

General regret was felt that Mrs. 
Tillinghast was not at the conven¬ 
tion. She had been visiting in far 
away Oregon, and could not reach 
Fulton before final adjournment. 

Mr. D. R. Tillinghast, father of the 
Superintendent was present and his 
personal contribution to the pleasure 
and profit of the gathering was 
quite marked. He is in his eighty- 
second year, but might easily be 
taken as being in his later sixties so 
active and alert he is. He is of the 
generation that acquired the sign- 
language in its pristine purity, and

dressed the joint convention several 
limes, and on a variety of subjects, 
and it must have greatly pleased the 
earlier pupils of the School to agaiu 
see the sign language used as they 
themselves first learned it. 

Saturday afternoon, immediately 
after the final adjournment of the 
State Convention, there was a ball 
game between “St. Louis” and 
“Kansas City,” St. Louis winning 
by a good margin. In tbe evening 
the ” Frats ” held forth behind 
drawn window blinds and closely 
guarded doors, and of course, only 
members know what transpired at 
tbe meeting. As the members etn- 

S fged from the lodge room at a late 
ours to rejoin suspicious wives and 
lonesome sweet hearts It was ob¬ 
served that they wore clear Havana 
halos, and had let out their belts a 
notch or two. 

The Rev. Dr. Cloud had charge 
of the service in the Chapel Sunday 
morning, and it was " Labor Sun¬ 
day” he chose, a theme appropriate 
to the occasion. Mr. D. R. Tilling¬ 
hast read the lesson aud also the 
psalm and made a stirring address. 
Mrs Selma Burgherr recited two 
well known hymns with excellent 
effect. The offering was devoted to 
the Home Fund. Mr. Gross ad¬ 
dressed the gathering concerning 
the Home Fund and received addi¬ 
tional pledges. 

Monday morning was homegoing 
time, and after partings and fare¬ 
wells the attendance quickly melted 
away. Those going by autos went 
first and as the men appeared in 
their chaufieur outfits and the ladies 
in their knickers, there was a lot of 
kidding by the train going crowd. 
Train in both directions leave Fnl 
ton about tbe same time in the 
morning, and Messrs Hughes, Me 
Kern, Williams, Mrs. Birck and 
other local auto owners saw to It 
that all who were leaving were duly 
conveyed to the station. It was 
very kind and considerate of them 
to donate the use of their cars, and 
the favor surely was appreciated. 

Quite a number went home via 
Jefferson City, Improving the time 
betweem trains with a vist to the 
State Prison and the recently com¬ 
pleted Capitol. 

On the whole the joint convention 
takes first place in Missouri as being 
the best the two Associations have 
yet held, of most pleasant memory, 
and the most notable for practical 
and progressive measures In so far 
as the deaf of Missouri are concern¬ 
ed it was a long step in advance.

Editor Deaf-Mutes’ Jour¬ 
nal In tbe Deaf-Mutes’ Jour¬ 
nal dated August 30th, Mr. A. B. 
Greener, my good friend, who re¬ 
ported the proceedings of the At¬ 
lanta Convention stared that I 
made a motion that the National 
Association of the Deaf make tbe 
Silent Worker, its Official Organ. 
This is an error, but it was Rev. J. 

W Michael’s motion to make the 
National Optimist, the Official 
Organ of tbe Association. 

I led the discussion, supporting 
the motion, and Prof. Drake, of 
Gallandet College ; Rev. Mr. Pul- 
ver, of Washington, D C , and 
Mr. Porter, of New Jersey, argued 
against it, and expressed the wish 
that the Silent Worker remain the 
Official Otgan of tbe Association. 
Rev. Mr. Tracy, of Mississippi, 
and Mr. J. B. Chandler, of Tennes¬ 
see, said that moral and Anauoial 
support and encouragement should 
be accorded tbe National Optimist, 
and the Association should adopt it 
as its Official Organ. 

As a compromise, the motion was 
Anally amended to includo the 
Silent Worker, Deaf-Mutes’Jour¬ 
nal, Jewish Deaf, National Opti¬ 
mist aud Deaf Citizen. 

In his write up of the proceedings 
of the Convention, Mr Greener ex¬ 
pressed his disapproval of this plan, 
and bis opinion that the Official 
Organ should be bestowed upon 
one paper only—the Deaf Mutes’ 
Journal It is true that the 
Journal has fought for the in¬ 
terests and welfare of the deaf, aud 
has champioued their cause, when¬ 
ever It was needed Would it be 
fair to give the honor to one paper 
iu tbe 'uortheastern corner of the 
United States, when the deaf 
people in the other corners of the 
country are not kept in touch with 
the affairs o the Natioual Associa¬ 
tion of the Deaf ? The Association 
being a national association, the 
newspapers of the deaf in every 
corner of the country should be a 
medium of ooramuuicatiou between 
the Association a d the deaf. 

It in the opinion of many deaf 
people that the Offloial Organ 
should be the independent news¬ 
papers of the deaf, as the associa 
tiou is independent of all school af¬ 
filiations. The Volta Bureau is 
the Offloial Organ of the American 
Association for the Promotion of 
Teaching Speech to the Deaf. The 
school papers are muzzling the 
public press so far as matters along 
the educational lines are oonoern 
ed. They do not publish both 
sides of every subject. The inde¬ 
pendent uewspapers present the 
pros and onus of questions and 
issues on the systems of education 
of tbe deaf, which are before the 
public It is this policy to educate 
the pnblio as to the deaf, their 
abilities, needs aud rights, and also 
to advance the intellectual, profes¬ 
sional and industrial status of the 
deaf. 

Uulike the school papers, inde¬ 
pendent newspapers of the deaf are 
never well financed. The deaf 
should take into consideration the 
fact that All school papers we have 
to compete with have all the re¬ 
sources of their 8tate behind tl em. 
The labor problem aod the high 
cost of production do not affeet 
them at all. The independent 
newspapers need the moral and 
financial support of all the deaf so 
that they may be kept alive and in¬ 
crease their circulation and useful¬ 
ness. It is up to the deaf to get 
behind (hem The longet, the 
school paper that is subject to bias 
or influence is the Offloial Organ of 
the National Association of the 
Deaf, the harder it will be for the 
deaf to ever have a free pr&ss of 
their own.

A plant for the deaf and dumb of 
Tennessee, second to none in the 
United States, and surpassing all 
like institution in the snath, will be 
the new buildings aud grouuds for 
the Tennessee Sohool for the 
Deaf, in Island Home. 

Dirt was broken yesterday for 
the construction of the main build¬ 
ing Work will also begin at onoe 
ou the four remaining buildings 
that are to be erected at this time. 

Also are remodeling the Island 
Home residence and one of the 
large barns. 

Contract provides that the struc¬ 
tures shall be completed aud ready 
for ocoupaucy within 160 working 
days It is the expectation that the 
group will be fluished iu its entirety 
aud ready for ocoupaucy by Septem¬ 
ber 1, next, or twelve mouths heuoe. 

An investment of about $260,000 
for the buildings, ami $260,000 for 
equipmeut is to be made, iu accord 
auce with contracts that have been 
olosed or are iu contemplation. 

Y. L. Nicholson, a leading con¬ 
tractor of this city, has the general 
ooustruction contract. Marr A Hol¬ 
man ot Nashville, are the architects 
designing the plant and preparing 
drawings and specifications aud 
contracts Berber A McMurry, of 
this city, are supervising architects. 

Mr. Nicholson secured the con¬ 
tract iu competitive bidding, aud 
some of the largest and best known 
general contractors iu the various 
cities of the State were hie com¬ 
petitors. Tbe bidding is under¬ 
stood to have been reasouably 
close. Lewis Pope, State mauager 
in charge of the institution aud 
consequently directing the erection 
of these buildings, who awarded the 
oontract oousidets that he has made 
a most excellent bargain for tbe 
State. He is expecting to get a set 
of buildings sutpassing in arrange¬ 
ment aud design, as well as supe¬ 
rior iu construction. 

Mr. Joe W. Holman, of Marr & 
Holman, has beeu in the oity tbe 
past week, preliminary to tbe begin¬ 
ning of work on the buildings. Mr. 
Holman feels pardonable pride in 
this job, and ventures tbe opinion 
that when tbe plant is completed it 
will be cited as equal to any similar 
institution iu the couutry. After 
having visited and carefully in¬ 
spected every deaf aud dumb In¬ 
stitute of oousequenoe in the Eastern 
States, where the best of these 
schools are located, he aud his 
associates designed tbe Tennessee 
plant to be unsurpassed. It will 
include the best of all the good 
features iu these institution, and 
will have many things peoularly 
distinctive making it unique as 
cernpared to others. 

The deaf and dumb schools in 
New Jersey and Marylaud, Mr. 
Holrnau said to a Sentinel reporter, 
are regarded as tbe best of such 
school buildings in the couutry. 
These are much larger thau the 
Islaud Home plant will be, but in 
nonsense will they tie more complete 
or better arranged than tbe local 
atruotuers. 

The Tennessee Sohool for the 
Deaf and Dumb will be located ou 
tbe orest of the eastern section of 
the original Island Home tract. 

It will occupy the site of the 
tural residence, barua aud green¬ 
houses of the late Col. Perez 
Diokiuson, owner of Islaud Home 
farm, whtch]was the pride of Knox¬ 
ville and agricultural East Ten¬ 
nessee. 

The Diokistu residence more re¬ 
cently the homo of H. II Galbraith, 
will remain intact, save for au ex 
tensive remodeling. It will be used 
as a residence for the supeiintell¬ 
ect of the deaf aud dumb school. 

It will lie recoustructed to oonform 
architecturally to the new build¬ 
ings, and its Ulterior will be rear¬ 
ranged aud provided with modern 
creature oomforts that will make it 
au ideal residence of about eight 
rooms. 

To the east of the residence will 
be a large plaza, directly beyond 
which will be the tnaiu buildiug, a 
structure 100 by 175 feet in exteri¬ 
or dimensions. Flanking this maiu 
building to the south will be two 
dormitories for girls, set at right 
angles to the piiocipal structure. 
To the uortb will be oue dormitory 
for boys, aud also at tight augles to 
the main building. The plan oon 
templates that as the needs of the 
institution demaud, other dormitori¬ 
es will be built iu a straight line, 
forming a court on either side of 
the administration buildiug whioh 
will oocupy the canter of the lay¬ 
out. The several buildiugs will be 
about Afty feet distant from oue 
another, and each will be indepen¬ 
dent of all others, having no physi¬ 
cal couuecions. What is popularly 
kuowu as the “oottage plan” will 
be the vogue, thus isolating the 
buildiugs which, it is reasoned, is 
desirable iu the matter of fire pra 
caution, and possibly for health 
reasons. The dormitory buildiugs 
wilt be 40 by 100 feet iu exterior 
dimension*. 


In the main or central structure, 
which will be known as the Admin¬ 
istration building, will be located 
the offices of the supeiintendent 
and other officals Thirty class 
rooms will be provided in which the 
scholastic work for the children will 
be carried ou. As the classes are 
comparatively small in number, 
ranging from uiue to fifteen pupils 
each, the lecture rooms will not be 
large, the dimensions being about 
fifteen by twenty feet. These 
rooms will be well lighted and 
abundantly heated and veutilated. 
They will be equipped with black 
boards, individual desks and seats, 
and other necessary devices for the 
proper instruction and oomfort of 
the children. 

In tbe basement of the Adminis¬ 
tration buildiug will be the shops 
for the mechanical training. 

An auditorium with a seatiug ca 
pacity of about 700 will be a part 
of the administration building. 

Until such time as all of the re 
mainder of the Administration 
building is needed for olass rooms 
or other purposes, a portion of the 
structure will be occupied as a dor 
oratory for boys. When it be 
ootnes necessary for tbe boys to 
vacate these quarters, a second 
boy’s dormitory will be erected, 
thus completing the symmetrical 
lay-out, with the main building 
flanked on either eud by two dor 
mitories. 

Tbe two structuies for girls aud 
the oue for boys, now about to go 
up, will be of uniform size and de¬ 
sign and arrangement. Each of the 
three buildings is plauued aocntno 
date fifty-seven pupils The young¬ 
er children will be domiciled in 
open domitoricsin groups of greater 
numbers, while older children will 
be assigned in groups of from two 
to eight, contingent upon varying 
conditions. Eaoh domitory will 
have its owu dining room and kit¬ 
chen instead of a single “mess hall” 
iu which to assemble all the pupils 
for meals, as is the case in most 
institutions. 

A central power and heAting 
plant and laundry will be built. 

Its location will be slightly 
temoved from the oeutral group, 
and in a raviue near the Tennessee 
River. Steam for heating and power 
will be conducted to the several 
buildings by meaus of undergron nd 
conduit* or tunnels, which will be 
insulated to conserve heat. The 
sohool will obtain its electricity for 
light aud power aud its water from 
the city electric and water systems. 
Private sewage will be insulted, 
there being two large aud modern 
septic tanks for each of the several 
buildings. Ultimately, when the 
oity extends iis sewer system to Is 
land Home, the institutions, laterals 
can be connected with tbe muniepiai 
mains if snoh should be desired 
Iu aichitectural design, the build 
ings will be colonial. Each will be 
three stories and basement, but, as 
the basmeut will be parliOAlly above 
ground, they will be equiualent to 
four floors. The roofs will be of 
slate. The exterior walls will be 
sand-faced colonial brick particu¬ 
larly adapted to the design. The 
trimmings of Tennessee marble will 
greatly embellish the exterior and 
make the building truly colonial in 
adorumeut. 

Absolute fire-proof ooustruction 
is an objective. Reiuforced cou- 
orete walls and flootsand partitions, 
with a brick exterior are called for 
in the plans. The quantity of wood 
used iu the buildings will be uegli 
able frames, window sash and door 
shutters. Practically ail other 
materials will he Buch as to be non- 
iuflamabie. It is the desie to afford 
the children every possible protec 
tion agaiusl tbe fire hazard, and to 
that end especial attention has been 
given to fire proofing. Neverthe 
less the buildiugs will be supplied 
with hose connections for fire fight 
ing, in tbe event of a blaze. Other 
precautions also will be provided 
Ample sanitary plumbing facili¬ 
ties will be located in all the build¬ 
ings. The dormitories will have 
numerous baths and lavatories and 
toilets arranged singly and in 
groups. All these will beoonstruot- 
ed with a view to the utmost oleau 
linens, and’sanitary perfection. 

They will be connected with the 
sceptic tank system, to which re¬ 
ference has been made. 

A gymnasium of course is an es¬ 
sential in a well organized and 
equipped school, suoh as this. 
The larger of the existing barns, 
and of the best constructed and 
most capaoious in East Tennessee, 
will be remodeled at a small cost 
for temporary use as a gymnasium. 
This is the barn standing to the 
uorth in the present group of build¬ 
ings at Island Home. It is well 
adapted to the use for which it is 
iutended, and will be used until 
suoh time as funds are available 
with whioh to erect a more preten¬ 
tious structure for athletic training 
And exercise. Even the temporary 
quarters will surpass those provid¬ 
ed in many oolleges and like in¬ 
stitutions. The equipment install¬ 
ed in the “gym” will be the best to 
be had, and suoh as can be used in 
a more modem building when erect¬ 
ed later. 

In plauniug tbe lay-out the exter¬ 
ior embellishment has not beeu for¬ 
gotten. The natural beauty is sur¬ 
passing aud consequently little re¬ 
mains for the landscape architect. 
Nature has provided the undulat¬ 
ing topography, the trees and shrub¬ 
bery whioh constitute such vital 


factors in the adornment of both 
buildings and grouuds. However, 
some grading will be neoessary, in 
order to maintain a common level 
about the central tier where the 
administration building, dormitories 
and official residence will be group¬ 
ed. 

Mr Holman said that in his opin¬ 
ion Islaud Home is the most beauti¬ 
ful site held by a deaf and dumb 
school iu America. Even the great 
iuititntious in New Jersey and 
Marylaud, to whioh he referred as 
mastepicecs in desigu and plan, are 
far surpassed by Islaud Home iu 
location and natural beauty. The 
Tennessee River, which is adjacent 
to the site, is not the least of the 
invaluable features of the environ¬ 
ment of the uew iustituion. 

Au idea of the magnitude of tbe 
new buildings may be had from the 
fact that 1,300,000 brick will be 
used in the fiveuxw strutures. Ap¬ 
proximately two trains, or 100 
freight cars will be uecessary to 
transport these brick. Other ma¬ 
terials will be used in like pro¬ 
portion. 

• The Teuuessee Sohool for Deaf 
aud Dumb is now located ou Asylum 
Aveuue, the sire upon which it was 
origiually eslabished. At that early 
time it was upon the outskirts of 
Kuoxville, aud far removed from 
the business section of the towu. 
Today the site is iu the midst of a 
busy coin met cial area. 

Iu tbe legislature of 1921 a bill 
was offered aud enacted, empower¬ 
ing the governor and the board of 
ooutrol to sell the Asylum Aveuue 
site ami to purchase a suitable 
tract for the relooatioa of the 
school. After giviug careful aud 
deliberate consideration to the 
matter, aud viewing many sites, 
Gov. A. A. Taylor, State Manager 
Lewis Pope and associate officials 
chose the Island Home property as 
the location for the new plant. 
The Asylum Aveuue property was 
exchanged for the new tract aud a 
cash consideration, it being under¬ 
stood that the sohool is uot to 
vaoate its Asylum Aveuue plaut 
until 1924. Then possession will 
be given to Asylum Avenue Deve¬ 
lopment Company. This Compauy 
is oousideriug various plans for the 
development of the property it is 
acquiring, which inoludes all the 
buildings and grouuds in the square 
bound by Asylum Aveuue, Broad¬ 
way, Viue Avenue and Locust 
Street. 

During the months that are to 
elapse before the possession of this 
property passes to the new owurs it 
is expected plans will be worked out 
as to its improvement, whether as 
a oivio center or as a location for 
the extension of the uow greatly 
congested business district. 

Thus Knoxville is obtaining dual 
improvements—the most magni¬ 
ficent plaut for instruction of the 
State’s deaf and dumb and a uew 
and greatly needed oivio and com¬ 
mercial extension in its business 
sectiou.
